Lawn Grasses 


R. I. Hamilton, of the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, Ontario, 
sends the following timely article 
dealing with lawn grasses:— 

Based on the results of experiments 
on the Dominion Experimental Farms, 
Kentucky blue grass is the most gen- 
erally suitable grass for lawns in 
Canada. Sown alone it produces a 
lawn of good quality, good colour and 


one which normally can be expected. 


to remain in good condition with the 
minimum amount of attention. Co- 
lonial Bent, sometimes sold as New 
Zealand Bent, brown top, or Rhode 
Island Bent is one of the non-creeping 
Bents, perfectly hardy in ‘Canada, of. 
fine texture and capable of producing 
exceptionally fine lawns. Colonial 
Bent, one part, Kentucky blue grass 
four parts and the mixture sown at 
a rate of three pounds per 1000 square 
feet is generaly recommended for ‘or- 
dinary lawn purposes. 

" Grass seed sold under the trade 
name of creeping Bent, mixed Bent 
or German mixed Bent is not a creep- 
ing Bent at all, but a mixture princi- 
pally of Colonial Bent with red top 
and containing small percentages of 
true creeping Bent types and some- 
times velvet Bent.’ This so-called 
creeping Bent varies greatly in turf 
producing qualities depending on the 
proportion of the different kinds that 
make: up the mixture. White Dutch 
clover at about one-quarter ounce per 
1000 square feet can be added with

Velvet Bent of 
which a limited quantity is grown in 
the Maritime provinces produces an 
exceptionaly beautiful lawn, but 
should, only be used where extra care 
can be taken in maintaining it, 
_Where drought conditions are par- 
ticularly severe, as in many parts of” 
the prairie provinces, crested wheat 
grass is the only grass for lawns 
which will survive. Without water 
‘during drought periods, it does dry 
out, but unlike other grasses suitable 
for lawns, it recovers quickly when 
moisture is available and will give ex- 
cellent results where other grasses are 
complete failures. Red fescue, of 
which there are two types on the 
market, ordinary and creeping, gives 
fair results under dry conditions, but 
does best when moisture -is~presenty 
Both types must be maintained as a 
very thick sod otherwise their bunch- 
ing habit produces undesireable turf. 
Red top will produce ,2 good quality . 
lawn, but the surface is only a tem- 
porary one, which, at best can be ex- 
pected to persist for only one or two 
years after seeding. or shady places 
rough stalked meadow grass, wood 
meadow grass or sheep’s fescue can 
be sown alone or in a mixture with 
Kentucky blue and Bent grass.

| Hudson’s Bay Company. Plans To 

Ship Supplies From Edmonton 

Testing out the Mackenzie river 
route, the Hudson’s Bay Company 
will ship 500 tons of supplies from 
Edmonton this season for its. posts) 
in the western Arctic region, accord- | 
ing to Col. H. G. Reid, manager of 
the H.B. transport department. for 
the north. 

The shipments will be moved as 
| early'as possible down the Macken- 
zie river to Tuktoyaktuk harbor, on 
the Arctic coast, east of Aklavik. 

At that point, the supplies will be 
loaded on a distributing vessel -to 
| be carried to posts in the Cambridge 
bay, King William island and other} 
parts of the western, Arctic. 

It is planned to start the distribut- | 
/ing vessél on this trip by August 1 
so as to. give it time to complete its 
Arctic voyage and return to port he- | 
fore freeze-up. 

From the standpoint of Edmonton 
and the northern route, this year’s 
experiments are of importance as 
successful results.will mean that in 
future the supplies will. be moved 
northward from this city. 

Several years ago the steamer Bay- 
chimo was frozen in and abandoned 
when carrying the season’s “supplies | 
for northern posts round by way of | 
the Pacific and Bering. strait to the 
Arctic ocean. 

This route was used successfully | 
the next year, however, but last year | 
there was another failure and sup- 
plies had to be rushed north by way 
of Edmonton and the Mackenzie 
river to Aklavik.

First Weather Forecast 


Admiral Fitzroy Evolved System 
Seventy-Three Years Ago 
-The first official storm warning 
was printed by daily papers just 
seventy-three years ago. And how 
the scoffers scowled when it. proved 
accurate! The official responsible 
for such a daring commitment was 
Admiral Fitzroy, who, as first direc- - 
tor of the Meteorological Department, 
then under the control of ‘Board of 
Trade, deserves to be remembered as 
the father of. the weather forecast. 
He evolved the system’ of collect- 
ing and collating reports from a 
number of scattered sources. Where- 


|as the modern forecaster is kept in 


touch with conditions all over the 
world, he received but five reports 
from abroad, and these were usually 
a day or two late! Fitzroy came to 
an untimely end; overwork drove 
him to suicide in April, 1865. He 
left behind him a mass of valuable 
data on weather observations at sea.

Weed Control 


Canada Thistle flourishes in vary- 


ing degrees in all parts of Western| 


Canada. It is a native of Europe and 
was one of the earliest weeds intro- 
duced into Canada. The. North-West 
Grain Dealer’s Association has financ- 
ed a survey conducted by Professors 
G. P. McRostie and W. Tildesley, 
weed control authorities of the Agri- 
culture College of Manitoba Universi- 
ty, results of this study have been 
prepared in pamphlet form and: these 
are now available without charge at 
all line country elevators along with 
other pamphlets dealing with control 
of ‘Couch Grass, Sow Thistle and de- 
tails as to the loss caused through 
weeds in Western Canada. 

Canada Thistle spreads through 
seed, .running roots,-seed grain and 
manure. It causes damage through 
crowding out field and forage crops; 
by taking plant food and moisture 
from and reducing value of crops; by 
increasing the difficulty of cultivation 
and making necessary the purchase of 
special machinery as well as causing 


increased: cultivation and more fre-|. 


quent summerfallow.. The booklet 
outlines that the means of controlling 
this weed is through keeping the in- 
fested larid entirely black for one com- 
plete growing season. Means of do- 
ing this are outlined for various types 
of soi] as well as control through 
chemicals and smothering. Much 
‘valuable information is contained in 
these pamphlets and farmers are urg- 
ed to obtain them from any line ele- 
vator agent.

The election results in Ontario and 
Saskatchewan last Tuesday were sur- 
prising to many who had followed the 
campaign as outlined in the press dur- 
ing the past few weeks.
